Pop goes the jingle 



Chew on this: 

Chris Brown’s hit 
song is a commercial

Sharp-eared pop-music fans may have 
noticed a brief reference to an old chew- 
ing-gum jingle buried in “Forever,” Chris 
Brown’s top-io hit. “Double your plea- 
sure/double your fun,” the R&B singer 
croons in the chorus. 

What listeners don’t know— and 
what Wm. Wrigley Jr. Co. planned to 
reveal Tuesday— is that the song is a 
commercial. 

“Forever” is an extended version of 
a new Doublemint jingle written by 
Brown and is scheduled to begin airing 
next month in 30 -second spots for Wrig- 
le/s green-packaged chewing gum. 

Brown is one of a trio of pop stars 
enlisted by ad agency Translation Adver- 
tising to update the images of three of 
Wrigley’s best-known brands. 

The campaign includes spots featur- 
ing R&B singer Ne To doing his own take 
on Big Red’s “kiss a little longer” jingle. 
And “Dancing With the Stars” regular- 
turned-country-singer Julianne Hough 
recorded a twangy version of Juicy Fruit’s 
“The taste is gonna move ya.” All three 
new Wrigley jingles are scheduled to be 
unveiled at a news conference Tuesday in 
New York, with each of them to be per- 
formed by the artist involved. 

But Brown’s “Forever” is the most 
ambitious part of the campaign. Brown 
was commissioned to write and sing 
both the pop song and a new version of 
the Doublemint jingle, introduced in 
i960. 

First, Brown updated the jingle and 
recorded it with hip-hop producer 
Polow Da Don. Then, during the same 


L. A. recording sessions in February, paid 
for by Wrigley, Brown added new lyrics 
and made a 4 Vi-minute rendition of the 
tune, titled “Forever.” 

In April, Brown’s record label. Jive, 
released the song to radio stations and 
digital download services as a single. 
After the song became a hit. Jive added 
it to his 2007 album, “Exclusive,” and 
re-released the album in June. “Forever” 
reached No. 4 on Billboard magazine’s 
Hot 100 chart last week. 

Tom Carrabba, executive vice pres- 
ident and general manager of Sony 
BMG’s Zomba Label Group, which 
includes Jive, says label executives ini- 


tially had qualms about releasing and 
promoting a song recorded at an adver- 
tiser’s behest. “But the song was so 
potent and strong. That overruled us 
being maybe a little hesitant,” he adds. 

Other than the “double your pleasure” 
line, the lyrics to the song and the TV 
jingle are different. But the melody and 
the music behind it are nearly indistin- 
guishable. 

Brown said in an e-mail that he wrote 
“Forever” and the related jingle in about 
30 minutes each. “I actually thought it 
would take longer to write a jingle they 
would like,” he wrote. “But they said it 
was a perfect fit after the first try”

CTA bikeprogram 
keeps rolling ahead 


It’s a mass transit marriage made in 
heaven. 

Both bikes and the CTA help the envi- 
ronment by taking gas-guzzling vehicles 
off the road. That’s why it’s encouraging to 
see the two types of transport intertwined 
via the CTA’s bike-and-ride program. The 
program kicked off in 2000 by allowing 
riders to take their bikes on trains during 
designated hours. The following year, it 
expanded to include bike racks on buses. 

All 2,100 buses in the agency’s fleet 
offer bike racks for two-wheel toting 
riders, according to CTA spokeswoman 
Catherine Hosinski. 

CTA“L’ stations also accommodate 
those who like to mix mass transit with 
cycling. Bicycle racks are installed at 82 
of the 144 CTA stations, with more than 
400 indoor and 1,500 outdoor spaces. 

Next up, the CTA and the Chicago 
Department ofTransportation are part- 
nering to build 382 more sheltered bike 
parking spaces along the system, begin- 
ning next month. 

Despite that good news, bicyclists have 
been filling the “Going Public” inbox with 
questions and complaints about public 
transit policy 

Auburn- Gresham bike-and-rider Dean- 
dre Parker, for example, is puzzled by 
what he described as “three different vari- 
ations of bike racks on their buses.” 

“Wouldn’t it be easier and faster for 
everyone if the CTA just picked one type 
of rack for all its buses?” Parker, 26, asked 
in an e-mail to “Going Public.” 

The CTA uses two different types of 
bike racks, not three, according to the 
CTA’s Hosinski, who said the bike racks 
are similar in that both fold down and can 
hold two bikes each. But the mechanism 
that holds the front wheel in place varies 
on each bike rack model, she said. 

The Sportswork model uses a spring- 
tensioned hook to hold a bike’s front 
wheel in place, while the Byk Rack brand 
has a rotating U-shaped bracket to secure 
the front wheel, Hosinski explained, add- 
ing that Byk is the brand the CTA will be 
using in the future. 

That brings “Going Public” to another 
commonly asked question. 

Bike-and-riders often are abuzz about 
the Comcast ads behind some bus racks.

Specifically, several riders have said the 
signs keep them from securing their bikes 
to the rack, and they asked if the CTA is 
putting Comcastic ad revenue ahead of 
rack stability 

The bike racks work with the Com- 
cast signs when bikes are loaded properly, 
Hosinski said. The CTA is attempting to 
provide clearer bike-loading instructions 
by having bus garage staffers place infor- 
mational decals on the bike racks and in 
an easier- to-read area on the actual signs. 

That should add clarity to the process, 
as bus operators are not encouraged to 
physically assist with the process, but 
rather provide verbal instruction, Hosin- 
ski said. 

But there is one area where CTA 
employees are allowed to get involved 
with bikes, and luckily, it is an area that 
quite a few bike-and-riders beef about. 

Abandoned bikes in CTA racks are 
making it difficult for active bike-and- 
riders to store their cycles, according to 
some riders who have written to “Going 
Public.” Bikes left locked to a bike rack 
for more than two weeks are subject to 
removal, Hosinski said. They are tagged, 
logged and entered into the lost-and- 
found inventory 

Hopefully responsible bike-and-riders 
will take heed and keep things from getting 
that far. After all, any good relationship— 
especially a mass transit match— requires a 
little give and take from both parties.

Time was 
tight, and Kel- 
ly Scheiner of 
Streeterville had 
many errands to 
run before her 
vacation to New 
Smyrna Beach, Fla. And so, a silver Nor- 
dstrom bag draped over her left forearm, 
she marched north on Michigan Avenue, 
crossing Illinois Street at a crisp clip, 
thumbs firing on her BlackBerry 

“It’s multitasking,” said Scheiner, 32, an 
executive recruiter for a private equities 
firm. “I have to return these things at Nor- 
dstrom, and it’s a way to get more things 
done: checking e-mails, sending messages.” 

Scheiner has no idea when she became a 
text-walker, though she knows 
some state officials, includ- 
ing Illinois Secretary of State 
Jesse White, have spoken out 
in support of a new bill that 
would ban using a wireless 
device while crossing streets. 

“I think that’s probably 
smart,” said Scheiner as she 
walked across to the west side 
of Michigan Avenue, steps 
from the Shops at North 
Bridge entrance. “If some- 
one’s {crossing the street] and 
not looking, it’s safer for the 
pedestrian” to avoid texting. 

Still Scheiner admitted: “Of 
course I do it. I’m pretty care- 
ful. I try to be. But I’m sure 
I’ve hit someone or some- 
thing once or twice.” 

The Illinois General Assembly bill was 
introduced in January by Rep. Ken Dunkin 
(D-Chicago), who said at the time: “This 
legislation is not laughable. On the sur- 
face it’s like, ‘Oh, wow, what is this?’ But 
it’s becoming more and more of a common 
problem with people haplessly crossing an 
intersection and almost killing themselves.” 

Under the proposed law, Illinois resi- 
dents would get slapped with a misde- 
meanor and a $25 fine if caught using a cell 
phone or other wireless device while tra- 
versing streets. 

“The secretary headed a task force on 
driver safety, and this issue came up, and 
he was intrigued by the idea,” said David 
Drucker, a spokesman for Secretary of 
State White’s office.

Stroll the Loop or Magnificent Mile on 
any lunch hour, and you’ll see an omni- 
present parade of text-walkers, with hand- 
helds clutched, eyes cast down as they 
type, send and reply 

Text-walkers are also criss-crossing col- 
lege campuses across the country 

At the University of Illinois at Urbana- 
Champaign, new- student orientations 
now include cautionary words from cam- 
pus police about the perils of ped-texting, 
said University of Illinois Interim Police 
Chief Jeff Christensen. 

The message? “Walk defensively,” 
Christensen said. “The U. of I. campus is 
a vibrant, bustling community that has 
a highly condensed population sharing a 
very small and busy area.” So 
far, no incidents or accidents 
have been reported, though 
with cell phone texting now 
widespread, no one on Chris- 
tensen’s force is ready to call 
this a non-issue. 

While walking/texting 
might seem like a stroll/scroll 
in the park, that doesn’t mean 
the activity lacks its hazards. 

Last August, a train struck 
and injured a teenager in 
Elmwood Place, Ohio, as 
he sent a text message from 
his cell phone. Oblivious to 
the train’s horns, he walked 
around crossing gates. 

In Springfield, Dunkin 
pressed for his bill by citing the 
deaths of two New York City pedestrians 
who apparently were walking and texting. 

Students and young adults, so adept 
at texting, make up a large subset of the 
injured seen at Northwesten Memorial 
Hospital this summer, said James Adams, 
chief of emergency medicine. “We always 
see someone {who was] texting or calling, 
who would not have been in that accident 
had it not been for the phone,” Adams said. 

As for where the accidents occur, “The 
Lake Shore path is ground zero, and so is 
Michigan Avenue,” Adams says. “We see 
people tripping off curbs, off sidewalks, 
into planting grates. People are moving, 
it’s crowded and accidents happen.” 

What’s worse, those accidents become 
complicated when it’s on the path, where 
pedestrians pose as much of a threat as 



PRACTICE SAFE TEXT 

Some mobile texters have developed 
safety strategies. 

“Sometimes I stick my hand out while 
I’m walking and texting,” says Cate Kim, 
a 24-year old program director for a Boys 
& Girls Clubs of America chapter, in an 
e-mail. “You know, just to avoid a nasty 
spill even if I end up touching a stranger.” 
She says texting-on-the-go has led her to 
ruin high heels, whack walls and trip on a 
stairwell. Last winter, Kim says, she tum- 
bled to the ground in downtown Chicago, 
taking a few passersby with her, all while 
texting on her BlackBerry Pearl. 

On an online Internet forum called 
crackberry.com, BlackBerry users trade 
tips about how to expertly navigate busy 
streets while texting. 


they themselves might be threatened. 
Adams describes a typical scenario he has 
encountered: “Someone is texting and 
walking a dog, the dog goes farther out 
on the leash and doesn’t get yanked back 
because the person is distracted. Then the 
dog goes into the path of a moving bike.” 

When that happens, “Summers are 
ruined,” Adams says. “It’s an emerging 
trend and one that has not anywhere 
near peaked.” 

The text-walking trend highlights our 
obsession with making the most of every 
minute. “There’s this sense of compressed

In London, directory-services company 
118 118, operated by The Number UK Ltd., 
began a publicity campaign in March, 
outfitting lampposts with padded bum- 
pers in the East End to cut down on inju- 
ries to errant texters. 

The extra padding wouldn’t have 
helped Jill Duckstein, a physical therapist 
from Florida who was vacationing in Lon- 
don in March. Texting with a friend on her 
BlackBerry Pearl, she fell off a curb into 
a construction barricade, “on my bum as 
they say, and feet in the air,” according to 
Duckstein. [ wall street journal ] 

time— an expectation that we should be 
able to multitask and disengage from the 
larger world,” said Mark Reinecke, chief of 
psychology at Northwestern University’s 
Feinberg School of Medicine. “We should 
be in connection with others at all times, 
and respond to them immediately” 

Is this bad? Not necessarily, Reinecke 
thinks — though he adds we’re in a period 
of etiquette-wrestling similar to when cell 
phones first appeared on trains and buses: 
“Most people would not text in church, 
for example. The rules for how we should 
do this are still evolving.” 
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If you see me walking and texting at 
the same time, please don’t be alarmed. 

I know what I’m doing, and you aren’t in 
any danger. 

I sometimes text from the minute I 
exit the elevator in my building, including 
inside the revolving doors as I embark on 
busy downtown Chicago. 

As a master multitasker, the 25-min- 
ute walk from my apartment to work is 
the perfect time to catch up on e-mail 
and catch up with 
friends I don’t often 
talk to because of 
my late shift. 

And before you 
ask, yes, I am aware 
of traffic and the 
people around me. 
I’m able to balance 
walking and tex- 
ting like I can bal- 
ance anything else, 
including talking on 
my cell phone while driving, but I don’t do 
that because the law says I can’t, at least 
without a hands-free device. 

I’ve never broken the law, except for 
a speeding ticket or three, but if Illinois 
lawmakers really pass a bill that would 
slap pedestrians with a misdemeanor 
and a $25 fine, I just don’t see myself 
putting my iPhone away as I approach 
the crosswalk. I don’t think anyone has 
the right to tell me what I can and can’t 
do, as long as I am not hurting anyone 
and minding my own business. 

I’m forced to watch as bicyclists 
almost run over my feet and completely 
ignore traffic signals. I think what I do 
is a lot less dangerous. 

Whether you agree or disagree with me, 
I respect your opinion. Go ahead and send 
me a note and we can discuss it. I’ll write 
back from the middle of the street, right 
around Randolph and LaSalle Streets.

If all goes well under a proposed pilot 
program that would start next year, 
express bus rides on Western Avenue will 
go faster, use less fuel and attract more rid- 
ers, officials said Monday 

An aldermanic committee sent the 
program to the full City Council for a 
Wednesday vote— after questioning why 
it took the city so long to give it a try 

“Why are we so far behind on the tech- 
nology?” asked Transportation Commit- 
tee Chairman Tom Allen (38th). “Dozens 
of cities have this.” 

David Zavattero, a deputy director in 
the Office of Emergency Management 
and Communications, said it took time 
and money for the city to have some of the 
needed technology in place. 

Officials did concede the system, called 
transit signal priority, has been used in 
many other cities. An “earlier version” was 
used by the suburban Pace bus agency on 
Cermak Road, and Pace is rolling out the 
newer TSP in the suburbs, they said. 

Under the pilot plan proposed by the 
CTA, additional technology would be 
installed to allow 30 buses that run along

the X49 -Western Express route, which 
runs between 95th Street and Berwyn Ave- 
nue, to send a signal requesting that a green 
light be extended or a red light changed. 

Depending on how the bus is running 
and traffic conditions, the system will 
decide whether to grant the request, said 
Jeffrey Busby, a CTA general manager. All 
but one of 10 intersections that would be 
part of the TSP system would have their 
bus stops past the light, rather than before 
it, to speed up travel, he added. In addi- 
tion, 41 lights along the route will be re- 
timed to streamline bus drive times. 

In other cities, the technology has 
resulted in buses running up to 15 percent 
faster, Busby said.

The pilot program will run from Jan- 
uary to July 2009, when the program 
could be extended indefinitely and 
expanded to other routes if it goes as 
planned, officials said. 

The TSP technology also has been dis- 
cussed as part of a “bus rapid transit” sys- 
tem the CTA plans to launch in about a 
year. It would include bus-only lanes on 
four Chicago routes. 

Western Avenue buses now serve 
35,000 riders a day, including 13,000 on 
the X49 route. Money for the pilot pro- 
gram would come from the federal gov- 
ernment, which would pay 80 percent of 
the cost, and the Regional Transporta- 
tion Authority.

Wrongful conviction 
aid money vetoed 

In a state known for sending innocent people to prison, Gov 
Blagojevich angered prosecutors and defense attorneys alike by veto- 
ing millions of dollars lawmakers set aside to fight wrongful convic- 
tions and support sweeping death penalty reforms. 

One budget cut eliminated first-time funding for a Downstate 
advocacy group with several key court victories on behalf of convict- 
ed defendants. Another veto blocked funds for videotaping interro- 
gations in murder cases under a law championed by Barack Obama 
when he was a state lawmaker. 

More than $5.5 million approved by lawmakers to prevent or cor- 
rect wrongful convictions were among the $1.4 billion Blagojevich 
vetoed this month to bring the state budget in line, according to 
interviews and a review of budget documents. The vetoes included 
money to support the reforms he signed five years ago to ensure the 
integrity of the state’s capital punishment process. 

“So many of these cuts will negatively and significantly impact 
the criminal justice system,” said Ann Spillane, chief of staff for Atty 
Gen. Lisa Madigan. Her office received the same funding as last year 
for death penalty expenses but expects to assist others who were cut. 

Blagojevich spokeswoman Kelley Quinn said the vetoes were 
needed to balance the budget lawmakers sent him.“The governor 
did not want to make any reductions,” Quinn said. 



Satisfied in Chicago 

Satisfied with Chicago? Apparently 

Though Chicagoans may grow weary 
of mind-numbing traffic jams, a lumber- 
ing mass transit system and outbreaks 
of neighborhood violence, deep down, 
they apparently are quite fond of their 
city— fonder, in fact than the denizens 
of much flashier global icons, including 
London, Newark, Paris andTokyo. 

Actually, the Windy City trounced 
13 other cities worldwide in a survey of 
resident satisfaction. 

“Chicago, excluding transportation, 
which is a strong negative in the U.S., 
trended well on its attractive points— 
its cultural offerings and its diversity 
were very, very strong,” said Clifford 
%ung, a senior vice president at Ipsos 
Public Affairs, which conducted the 
survey of 8,600 people in 14 cities. 

Chicago also was cited for “ease of 
lifestyle, located on the Great Lakes, 
close to nature,” said Scott Edwards, a 
spokesman for Veolia, which has 1,000 
employees here. 

In conducting this survey for the 
first time, Veolia interviewed about 
600 people in each city Residents 
agreed, mostly 

“I just love how diverse the city is,” said Kristina Echevarria, 17, 
a student who lives in Logan Square and likes the city’s diversity 
But, “I hate crossing the street here,” she said. “The cab drivers 
will run you over.” 

Jennifer Beltran, an i8-year-old student who lives on the North- 
west Side, is keen on public transit— when it runs on time. But 
she finds people can be rude: “No one wants to move out of your 
way and the crime is bad in some neighborhoods.” 

One observer cautioned against reading too much into the 
Veolia study “We know that different countries have different 
cultures, and Americans do like to be positive and enthusiastic 
about where they live, whereas the Erench or Japanese may be a 
bit more distant,” said global cities expert Saskia Sassen, a profes- 
sor of sociology at Columbia University

40 percent this year. 

But these beasts and the men and wom- 
en who love them certainly don’t behave 
like endangered species. 

“I told my wife when we bought this, 
‘Honey we’re investing in steel and rub- 
ber’,” says William Welch, a Philadelphia 
surgeon who, cigar clenched between his 
teeth, offers a tour of his lovingly tended 
jet-black Hi. 

“If it was $10 a gallon,” he says, “we’d 
still be out there.”

4 possibly female bombers 
strike in Iraq, killing 57 


BAGHDAD Four suicide bombers believed to be 
Bh women struck a Shiite pilgrimage in Baghdad 
and a Kurdish protest rally in northern Iraq on Mon- 
day killing at least 57 people and wounding nearly 300 
in one of this year’s deadliest attacks, police said. 

The U.S. military is recruiting and training women 
in Iraq’s police force and trying to enlist them to join 
U.S.-allied Sunni groups fighting against A 1 Qaeda 
in Iraq. But such attacks are becoming increasingly 
common, even as overall violence is at the lowest level 
in four years. 

Women are more easily able to hide explosives 
under their all-encompassing black Islamic robes, 
or abayas, and often are not searched at checkpoints 
because of sensitivities.

MINNEAPOLIS Manager Ozzie 
Guillen knows he has upset 
some White Sox fans who 
suggest he has spent too 
much time praising American 
League Central rival Minne- 
sota. 

Guillen needed little defend- 
ing Monday night, as the Twins 
clearly outplayed the Sox in all 
facets en route to a 7-0 victory 
at the Metrodome. The loss 
cut the Sox’s lead to i V2 games 
over Minnesota in the Ameri- 
can League Central. 

With Thursday’s non-waiv- 
er trading deadline approach- 
ing, the Sox could be hard- 
pressed to make a significant 
trade, thanks in part to their 
shallow pool of minor-league 
talent. Meanwhile, the Twins 
continued their success stem- 
ming from the talent devel- 
oped in their fertile farm sys- 
tem. 

The Sox were held to six 
hits by 2005 second-round 
pick Kevin Slowey in getting 
shut out for the ninth time 
this season. Only two run- 
ners advanced past first base 
against Slowey (7-7). 

Center fielder Denard 
Span, a 2002 first-round 
pick who has been slow to 
develop, continued his rapid 
ascent in place of injured Car- 
los Gomez by hitting his first 
major-league home run— a 
two-run shot off Mark Bueh- 


rle (8-9) — to fuel a four-run 
third inning. 

Before the game, Guillen 
carefully addressed the dis- 
parity in drafting and devel- 
oping talent. 

“My job is to win games in 
the big leagues,” Guillen said. 
“It’s all about scouts. They 
scouted really well, they found 
good talent and brought it up 
together and they know how 
to play the game. It’s all about 
talent.” 

Meanwhile, AL All-Star 
first baseman Justin Mor- 
neau continued his poundage 
against the Sox by capping 
the third inning four-run ral- 
ly with a two-run shot to cen- 
ter field in which Nick Swish- 
er’s glove also sailed over the 
fence in an attempt to make 
a leaping catch. Morneau has 
15 career homers against the 
Sox. 

The slumps of Sox first 
baseman Paul Konerko and 
Swisher, meanwhile, con- 
tinued to reach new lows. 
Konerko went o-for-4, drop- 
ping his average to .213 and 
stopped momentarily after 
hitting a check-swing ground- 
er back to the mound.

Find a wine that’s right for 
you at one of Bucktown’s 
newest wine shops

This is a tale of two wine shops. Both opened this 
month in Bucktown. Both are owner-operated. Both 
offer dozens of budget-friendly options— but in 
completely different settings. Which one is right for 
you? We checked them out and scored recommen- 
dations to help your himt for that perfect bottle.

Red & White 

1861 N. MILWAUKEE AVE. 773-486-4769 

“There are too many places you go that 
you never even meet the owner,” says 
Red & White co-owner Sean Krainik. He 
and business partner Nathan Adams are 
determined that Red & White won’t be 
one of them. 

With either Krainik or Adams always 
manning the shop and tastings planned 
twice a week, Krainik says he hopes Red 
& White will become a gathering place 
for the neighborhood. (After the shop’s 
Aug. 9 grand opening, look for free tast- 
ings 2-5 p.m. Saturdays; Wednesday tast- 
ings will be added later.) 

The pair’s hands-on approach extends 
to every aspect of the business. Krainik 
designed the airy, open shop himself and 
did almost all of the work to transform 
what was once a hare-bones rug shop into 
a distinct, modern-meets-rustic space, 
integrating repurposed elements such as 
old wine corks and loo-year-old Wiscon- 
sin barn wood. 

Krainik and Adams, both restaurant 
industry vets who’ve logged time every- 
where from the now-shuttered MOD to 
The Bluebird, personally selected all of 


the wines. Their stock consists of mostly 
handcrafted, small-production wines, with 
a focus on sustainable and organic produc- 
ers. Though there are no more than 230 
selections in the store, about 60 percent of 
bottles are priced under $20, and the most 
expensive is just a little more than $80. 

Red & White also sells about 25 Belgian 
and craft beers. Thursdays through Sundays, 
Krainik’s girlfriend, a flower designer, will 
have arrangements available for $i8-$25. 

Krainik’s picks 

BYOB bottle: Le Paradou Viognier 
($11). This white wine from southern 
France has soft floral notes and an acidi- 
ty that works well with a variety of foods. 

Bargain bottle: Protocol Tempra- 
nillo ($9). This complex red table wine 
doesn’t drink at all like a $9 bottle. 

Sip it alone or pour a glass with some 
barbecue. 

Splurge: Heger Pinot Noir ($28). 

Turns out Americans don’t have a cor- 
ner on pinot noirs. Krainik says this 
elegant red from Baden, Germany, is 
well worth a bit more than you might 
usually spend. 


Todd’S Wine

After 18 years working in other aspects of 
the wine business, most recently in sales for 
a wine importer, Todd Brill decided it was 
time to strike out on his own. 

Brill’s tiny shop, up until a few months 
ago a Giraudon shoe store, houses more 
than 350 wines, about 50 beers, a handful of 
sakes and a carefully tailored liquor selec- 
tion— as well as glassware, bottle totes and 
other wine essentials. 

Brill envisioned a space that looked more 
like someone’s living room than a typical, 
wood-paneled wine shop. With bottles 
housed in molded plastic cubes around the 
perimeter and a white-topped tasting table 
planted in the shop’s center, he succeeds— 
if your living room happens to double as 
storage for a few huncired bottles of wine. 

It’s hard to imagine more than 10 people 
in the small store— it’s tough to navigate 
when there are more than five customers — 
but Brill plans a lineup of evening tastings 
and events with visiting winemakers; most 
will be free. He also keeps a couple of bot- 
tles open daily for tasting. 

Brill’s philosophy is simple: “I’m looking 
for wines that work with food and wines 


that fit lifestyles,” he says. “I’m not looking 
for trophy wines.” Translation: wines that 
taste good. 

Todd’s Wine stocks more than 100 bot- 
tles for $20 or less, plus at least 15 $io-and- 
under bottles at all times. But Brill isn’t all 
about bargains. Though they start at just 
$9, prices top out at about $450, and you’ll 
And plenty of $ioo-plus options. 

Brill’s picks 
BYOB bottle: Vina Real Crianza 
($20). This lush Rioja is one smooth 
operator. Similar to a pinot noir or neb- 
biolo in texture, it’s a food-friendly pick. 

Bargain bottle: Santa Julia Torrentes 
($10). When is a $10 bottle not a $10 
bottle? When it drinks like a $20 bottle. 
With tropical fruit notes, a nice spicy 
quality and a rich texture, this Argen- 
tinean white delivers more than you 
expect from a bottle in this price range. 

Splurge: David Bruce Pinot Noir 
($34) . If you’re going to go big, go with 
a sure thing. Brill sold this red when he 
was a wholesaler about 15 years ago, 
and he says it never disappoints.

Ray Cyrus, has noticeably cooled. 

The TV show’s ratings are down, the 
pop star is aiming to be more Cyrus 
than Montana, and fellow Disney stars 
such as the Jonas Brothers have sud- 
denly eclipsed her as pop powerhouses. 

No surprise in the world of tween 
pop. In the struggling recording 
industry, it’s one of the last bastions 
of profits and mass-market appeal, 
but it’s also the most unforgiving. 

“It’s all a rather ruthless, well-oiled 
machine that Disney operates very 
well,” says Marian Salzman, who fol- 
lows pop culture trends for the mar- 
keting firm Porter Novelli. “But 
because there’s this small window 
of time for these tween acts, Disney 
keeps pumping them out.” 

Last Tuesday, Cyrus released her 
first album, aptly titled “Breakaway” 
But many of her fickle fans have 
already moved on. 

“I’m pretty sure her voice has 
changed,” says Kathleen Boidy 12, of 
Glen Burnie, Md. “Because in some 
of her concerts she sounded really 
bad. The Jonas Brothers— all of their 
songs are really big.” 

Even as Hannah Montana’s appeal 
wanes, the franchise remains a force 
to be reckoned with. The almost-bil- 


lion-dollar empire includes CDs, 
movies, video games, school supplies 
and even furniture. 

But Disney, which has a long histo- 
ry of grooming pop stars such as Jus- 
tin Timberlake and Britney Spears, 
isn’t one to rest. 

“Disney has written the blueprint 
for the tween market,” says Billy 
Johnson Jr., senior program director 
at Yahoo! Music. “They can show- 
case their acting on their television 
shows. They can exploit their singing 
abilities on their radio stations and 
record labels. The Jonas Brothers are 
an even better success story” 

Built around the talents of 15-year- 
old Nick Jonas, the youngest of the 
three, the Jonas Brothers languished 
briefly at Columbia Records before 
signing in late 2006 with Disney- 
owned Hollywood Records. The sib- 
lings’ self-titled debut was released in 
August and sold more than a million 
copies, thanks to Disney’s aggressive 
promotion of such fizzy, catchy sin- 
gles as “S.O.S” and “When You Look 
Me in the Eyes.” 

Starting late last year, Disney moved 
the brothers beyond the recording stu- 
dio and onto TV While the Hannah 
Montana craze was at its peak, Disney 
placed the Jonases on the highly rated 
show. In August, they appeared on an 
episode performing with Cyrus; it was 
seen by 10.7 million viewers. 


This summer’s “Camp Rock”— a 
TV movie starring the brothers and 
Disney’s new “it” girl, Demi Lovato — 
scored 8.9 million viewers to become 
Disney’s second-most-watched origi- 
nal movie of all time. A “Camp Rock” 
sequel is already in the works, and a 
new Jonas album, ‘A Little Longer,” 
will land in stores Aug. 12. 

“There are accepted formulas for 
what works with this {market],” says 
Bobbie Carlton, director of market- 
ing at B*tween Productions. “But 
tweens are still defining their likes 
and dislikes and have years of being 
a consumer ahead of them.” 

So in a few months, another Dis- 
ney act likely will sweep away the 
Jonas Brothers. 

“There are only— what?— three 
good years in this market, so you 
have to work hard really fast, and 
some have to grow up even fast- 
er,” says singer and actress Raven- 
Symone, the star of several Disney 
Channel shows, including “Cheetah 
Girls.” 

A performer since age 3, when 
she played sassy Olivia Kendall on 
“The Cosby Show,” Symone credits 
her parents for grounding her and 
teaching her about the business ear- 
ly on. 

“I was able to take my breaks here 
and there and have a personal life,” 
says the actress from her L.A. home. 


“My parents had been sitting me 
down in {business} meetings all 
along, so I knew what was going on.” 

Symone, whose personal 
worth is estimated to be 
close to $50 million, 
offers sage advice to 
her younger peers: 

“Make sure you’re 
professional, and 
make sure you 
understand that 
it’s a business.” 

Almost as an 
afterthought, she 
adds. “Have fun and 
enjoy your life.”

Sit on a Swiss ball and place your feet flat on the 
floor. Let the ball roll back until your thighs are paral- 
lel to the floor.
